Sextuplet 
Births But 
All Die

year-old woman who had been 
taking a fertility drug gave 
birth to sextuplets Thursday 
night, but all of the infants died 
within seven hours.

Hospital said the infants, five 
girls and a boy, were born three 
months premature and weighed 
Jess than a pound each. 


The mother, Mrs, Martin Dan- 


off, wife of a Manhattan attor- 
ney, was reported in good condi* 
tion. A hospital spokesman said 
both she and her husband were 
sad but "philosophical" at the 
loss of the babies. 


The hospital said the infants 


were born at two^minute inter' 
vals, the first at 6:07 p.m. The 
boy and three of the girls died 
within two hours, and a fourth 
girl died about four hours after 
birth.

At 10 p.m. Nixon strides into

Nixon is not at his best in 


small talk with strangers, but 
he's a pro when it comes to 
speeches and press conferences. 
He crams for them like a law- 
yer about to argue a case before 
the Supreme Court. The empha- 
sis is on detailed planning. 


Nixon chose to make his Cam- 


bodian decision 
known with a 


televised speech on April 30, 
and to respond to the criticism 
in the press conference on May 
8. 


How he went about it, pro- 


vides a good insight into the 
workings of the 37th President. 


He began to think about the

Nagel was relieved of his 


duties 
Tuesday at the same 


meeting during which the ath- 
letic board voted to accept the 
resignation of Athletic Director 
Forest Evashevski, both effec- 
tive June 30. 


The actions culminated a 


four-month 
feud 
between the 


two men which reportedly grew 
out of Evashevsld's dissatis- 
faction with Nagel's conduct of 
the Iowa football program. 


Several concerned groups, in- 


cluding 
the 
Hawkeye football 


squad, have asked the board to 
reconsider its action in firing 
Nagel. 


Another group which asked 


reconsideration of Nagel's fir- 
ing 
was 
the 
Iowa 
Football 


Coaches Association, a group 
of high school coaches from 
across the state. 


In a related development, 


Hawkeye coaches said 
some 


present and future players were 
having second thoughts about 
coming or returning to Iowa 
in the fall.

tion," said Van Eman who was 
hired away from the University 
of Iowa.

This Is not go- 
ing to come from within." 


Van Eman has signed three 


recruits—all from out-of-state— 
and is considering three or four 
others, including two junior col- 
lege performers. 


Van Eman says the fact tin 


he lias not signed a high school 
senior from Arkansas is not a 
slur on basketball in the state. 


"The prim.iry reason is that 


we worked with a policy for Hie || 
past nine years of not recruiting i 
a player we have not seen! 
play," he said. "There's a 50-50; 
chance when you recruit a play-- 
er tint he'll Live up to your ex-I 
pectations. 


"When you see a kid play in 


person you have a better idea 
of how he's going to react emo- 
tionally, how he's going to per- 
form when he's behind and how 
he's 
going to do when he's 


ahead," Van Eman said. "Even 
in pre-gam9 activities, you can 
learn a lot about how serious a 
boy is. This is not going to show 
up on the film. 


"I hope tliis is not a trend, 


yet I can see no way to avoid 
it this year," he said. "It's just 
a logistical thing." 


He also said some Arkansas 


players had been ruled out be- 
cause of poor grades. 


"I know this, it would be very 


foolish to try to bring in two or 
three boys and then lose them 
in a year or two," he said. 


Van Ernan said he would be- 


gin looking at this years,.,c,rop. 
of high school sophomcrre£-'and 
juniors within the next two 
weeks. 


"Some of the academic risks 


haven't been counseled proper- 
ly," he said. "If we see a play- 
er as a sophomore or junior 
then we can let the coach and 
the boy know what he will have 
to do. It doesn't do us any good 
to find a boy who is a senior 
and who ranks in the lower fiftli 
or sixth of his class." 


Van Eman looks first for 


players with quickness and ag 
gressiveness. 


"We won a conference cham- 


pionship at Iowa two years ago 
with a 6-5 center and two 6-3 
forwards and the Big Ten is a 
pretty tough league," he said. 
"I have played against teams 
that probably lost because they 
were bigger or slower, Frn not 
worried as 
much about tall 


men as I am the players being 
in top physical condition." 


He does not believe that the 


emphasis on football at Arkan- 
sas will be a detriment to the 
basketball program. 


"I think football can do more 


for me than basketball can do 
for football," he said. "I'm go- 
ing to use football as a spring- 
board. The fact that the football 
team has been on national tele- 
vision and in the horn as of mil- 
lions of people can't hurt me."

ATLANTA (AP) * There's an 


adage 
ift the military service 


that goes something like this; 


"t'Ve got mine, buddy, how 


are you doing?" 


In some respects, that seems 


to be the attitude between the 
"haves" and the "have-nots" on 
the pro golf tour. Or, more spe- 
cifically, that's the attitude at« 
tributed to the "haves" by the 
"have-nots." 


But it's not completely true. 


Not in every case.

"Some of these old guys get 


out there and claim a spot and 
they've got no more chance of 
making the cut than I have of 
flying," one player said. 


Many players feel that there 


should be a time limit on the ex- 
emptions, five or 10 years. Still 
others suggest that the exemp- 
tions should extend only so long 
as the player remains active, 
playing in a certain number of 
events every year.

After Brandt shook Stoph's 


hand at the suburban Kassel 
railway station once reserved 
for German kaisers, their mo- 
torcase moved through a cen- 
yon ; of mas'sed demons trafdrs 
roaring support for one side or 
the other. 


Stoph and Foreign Minister 


Otto Winzer were the first top- 
ranking East German govern- 
ment or Communist party lead- 
ers to pay an official visit to 
West Germany. 


Brandt went into the meeting 


with a lineup of 20 points he was 
willing to discuss. But he did not 
meet the chief Communist de- 
mand, for diplomatic recogni- 
tion of East Germany as a sep- 
arate, sovereign nation.

their first session held in the 
East German town of Erfurt

Heat, Gentle Massage 
Help in Osteoarthritis 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—According to my X-ray 


report. I have a congenital 
lumbarization of my lurnbo- 
sacral joint. What does this 
mean0 Is it related to spina 
bifida? 


A—In l u m b a r i z a t i o n the 


first segment of the sacrum 
(normally one solid one) is 
not fused to the second seg- 
ment. This is an oddity, not 
a disease. It is not related 
to spina bifida. 


Q—What is cervical spon- 


dylosis? Is there any cure 
for it? 


A—This is a degeneration 


of the disk between the ver- 
tebrae of the neck, a form 
of osteoarthritis. It is usually 
an accompaniment of aging. 
Although there is no cure, 
the application of heat and 
gentle massage are helpful. 
The neck s h o u l d not be 
moved forcibly. If the pain 
is severe and persistent it 
may be necessary to wear a 
brace.

Q—I am terrified of bees. 


A man in the next block has 
a bee farm so there are al- 
ways lots of bees a r o u n d . 
How can I protect myself 
when I go out? 


A—Bees will not b o t h e r 


you if you don't bother them 
unless you are wearing per- 
fume or scented cosmetics 
or a flowery printed dress— 
plain light colors will not 
attract them. If you have 
previously been stung, you 
may be s e n s i t i v e to bee 
venom so, to be on .theisafe 
side, you should have your 
doctor give you desensitizing 
shots. 


Q—Last fall I was stung 


on the arm by a wasp. The 
severe aching lasted for two 
or three days but a dull ach- 
ing has persisted. What do 
you advise? 


A—Although the pain of a 


wasp sting is s e v e r e , it 
should not last more than a 
couple of days. Some other 
cause for your present pain 
should be sought. 


Q—1 have heard that tak- 


ing vitamin 13 will keep mos- 
quitoes from biting. Is this 
true9 


A—Very doubtful, but mos- 


quitoes prefer skin that has 
a temperature over 90 de- 
grees 
That is why some 


persons a p p e a r to be im- 
mune to their bites. Their 
skin temperature hovers be- 
tween 87 and 89 d e g r e e s . 
Mosquitoes also prefer to bite 
persons with alcohol in their 
blood, probably because this 
increases the skin tempera- 
ture. Heavy breathing also 
attracts them. They show a 
preference for black, dark 
red and dark blue and tend 
to avoid white, yellow and 
light green fabrics. A good 
repellent for external use is 
diethyltoluamide (Deet).

NEW YORK (AP) - "i was 


so against Vietnam for so long 
that Cambodia was more than I 
could take," says Orvllle H. 
Schell, partner in a prominent 
Wall Street law firm. 


So Schell, 61, father of three

other New York City lawyers, to 
spend the day in Washington 
lobbying against the war. 


He personally met with Secre- 


tary of the Army Stanley Resor,

wold and Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell. 


"I'm not sure we changed any 


minds, but we created a new 
awareness," he said afterward. 


Schell is a partner in the law 


firm of Hughes, Hubbard, Blair 
& Reed, which numbers some of 
the nation's largest corporations 
among its clients. He has been 
with the firm since he was grad- 
uated from Harvard Law School 
in 1933. 


"It was founded by Charles 


Evan 
Hughes, 
a Republican. 


But I've always been a Demo- 
crat. I stumped for Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt in shoe towns in 
Massachusetts,'' 
said 
Schell 


who calls himself "ademonstra- 
tor at heart." 


In recent years, Schell has 


participated in several antiwar 
protests but has never assumed 
a leadership role until he was 
tapped two weeks ago to be an 
organizer of the lawyers' lob- 
bying expedition.

of Living

WASHINGTON (AP) - Legis- 


lation to boost early and long- 
range increases in Social Secu- 
rity 
benefits— and taxes— has 


passed the House as a special 
Senate committee called for a 
major reform of the system to 
avoid sentencing retired per sons 
to a twilight life of poverty. 


The House-passed bill calls 


for a 5 per cent Increase In ben- 
efits in 1971 with a provision for 
future increases geared to the 
cost of living. 


The bill was sent to the Senate 


where considerable sentiment 
exists for further increases, a 
feeling bolstered by the annual 
report released today by the 
Special Senate 
Committee on 


Aged. 


The .cpmimittee said;despite 


recenv iulcesi In Social" Security 
benefits about 7 million of the 10 
million Americans age 65 or 
over live in or near poverty. 


The report recommended a 


substantial boost in the mini- 
mum individual payment, now 
$64 
a 
month, and further 


across-the-board increases. 


The House-passed benefit in- 


creases mean that In 1971 pen- 
sioners would get a 5 per cent 
raise—from $196 to $205.80 for 
the average retired couple. 


The wage base on which the 


Social Security tax is levied 
would increase from $7,800 to 
$9,000, meaning an Increase in 
the maximum tax from $374.40 
to $468, counting the increase al- 
ready built into the law. 


There are also better terms 


tor widows, men retiring early 
and persons earning money aft- 
er retirement. 


The new cost of living provi- 


sions would be used first in 1973. 
Beginning the previous year, 
computations would be made on 
increases in consumer prices. If 
these amounted to as much as 3 
per cent a year, benefits would 
be adjusted accordingly. 


Corresponding 
computations 


would be made on wages, lead- 
ing to increases In the taxable 
wage base, In units of $600. 


The House was told the effect 


might be a $22,000 taxable base 
by 1990. 


The House passed the bill for 


a 5 per cent 1971 benefit in- 
crease Thursday after surpris- 
ing the sponsors by tacking on 
provision 
for future increases
